WHEN GREEKS LOST 
FIGHT FOR LIBERTY 


A date to be remembered Iu history 
Is Ap ril 23, 182fi. For a hu ndred y ears 
ago Missolonghi fell to the Tu rks u n­ 
der Ibrahim Pash« In the Grecian 
stru ggle for freedom from Tu rkish 
ru le. 
Missolonghi withstood sieges In 
18 21, 18 22 and 18 23. Again In 18 25-26 
it 
was 
besieged 
by ov erwhelming 
Tu rkish 
forces, 
and 
at 
last 
su c­ 
cu mbed. 
A body of defenders cu t 
their way throu gh the Tu rkish forces 
and escap ed; 
the remainder deter­ 
mined to sell their liv es as dearly as 
p ossible, and when tlie Tu rks forced 
their way in, the p owder magazine 
was ex p loded, thu s ov erwhelming be­ 
siegers and besieged in one common 
catastrop he. 
It was to Missolonghi that Lord By ­ 
ron came in his attem p t to aid the 
Greeks In thoir fight for freedom. He 
arriv ed 
Janu ary 5, 18 24, and died 
there Ap ril 19 , the same y ear; his 
heart was interred In the chu rch of 
Saint Sp y ridon, and a monu ment was 
erected by the Greeks in his honor. In 
Missolonghi also is the tomb of Marco 
ltozzarig, a p atriotic leader in the de- 
fense of the town.

This parasite attacks fresh­ 
water fish, both in their natu ral en -‘ 
vironment and in aqu aria with a re­ 
su lting loss ru nning into hu ndreds of 
dollars. 
lu a recent paper H. F. Prythereh 
of tha .United States bu reau of fisher- 
t*s describes variou s methods of con­ 
trolling this disease in hatcheries, fish 
farms and all places where fish are 
Irapr 
in 
artificial confinement. 
To 
make clear how the problem can be 
attacked, he says, it is first necessary 
to understand something of the life 
history of the parasite. 


“Polka Dots” Are Symptoms. 


The you ng iehth.vophthlriu s, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Prythereh, goes throu gh a 
free swimming stage du rin g which it 
warders arou nd throu gh the water in 
search of a host. 
On coming in con­ 
tact with a fish it bu rrows into some 
u nsealed 
part, 
especially preferring 
the gills or fins. 
Once embedded in 
the fish’s skin it grows rapidly from 
the nou rishment it absorbs from the 
tissu es arid soon shows on the ou tside 
as a small white spot. 
Badly infected 
fish 
are covered with 
these “polka 
dots” all over their bodies. 
In a few days this white body leaves 
the fish and sinks to the bottom, where 
it shortly u ndergoes a transformation 
into a hard-shelled reprodu ctive cyst. 
When 
reprodu ction is complete the 
cyst wall bu rsts and releases hu ndreds 
of you ng parasites of the free-swim­ 
ming stage. 
Mr. Prythereh states: 
“There are 
two general methods for treating the 
disease 
first, by killing the parasites 
while they tire attached to the fish, 
and second, by destroying them after 
they leave the fish and are free-swim­ 
ming in the water. 
The first general 
method can be u sed to hold the disease 
in check, bu t will not completely wipe 
it ou t.” 
Alum Sulphate Helps. 


The logical time to begin treatment, 
he continu es, is when tlie first symp­ 
toms of tiie disease appear and the 
whole fight in controlling the disease 
shou ld l» e directed against reinfection. 
Direct application of alu m s u lp h ate 
lias been fou nd most efficaciou s in rid­ 
ding the fish of tin* parasites. 
The 
healing action of the alu m leaves the 
“patien t” in a less weakened condi­ 
tion than any of the variou s other 
chemicals tried so far for this pu r­ 
pose. 
The second method which attach., 
the adu lt parasite after it has ic'd 
the fish is more su ccessfu l and sliou ’ 
be u tilized, says Mr, Prythereh, win r- 
ever possible. 
It consists simply in 
placing the fish in swiftly nu mber 
water where the parasites will 
b.* 
carried away before reprodu ction can 
take place. 
The overflow shou ld b« 
carried off both ¡it the top and th • 
bottom to take care of any that a > 
not fall directly to the bottom. 
In­ 
fected fish, in warm weather, it 
stated, may be cu red in this way in 
¡i week or ten*days and fu rther epi­ 
demics 
prevented 
by 
qu arantining 
new stock In ru nning water. 
In some 
Instances swiftly-flowing streams may 
be fenced off and u sed for this pu r­ 
pose by leaving the fish in the inclos­ 
u re u ntil cu red. 
Tadpoles and goldfish kept in tan ks 
with 
fishes su bject to this disease 
have been fou nd extremely helpfu l in 
keeping it down, since they prey on 
the parasites for food.
